OVERRIDE EFFECTS RECEIVE A FAILING GRADE 


n April of 2003, the citizens of Lexington 
| voted “no” to the override. “Overwhat’? 
The override was a local vote authorizing 
the town to raise its annual property tax 
levy by more than 2.5%. According to the 
Massachusetts Law, Proposition 2 1/2 mu- 
nicipalities could not raise property taxes 
by more than 2.5% unless the residents 
voted to approve a larger increase. Our 
town was faced with severe financial crisis 
and cut many programs to balance the tight 
budget. This affected all the public schools, 
especially Lexington High School. 

On a more personal level, our class 
sizes became substantially larger and 
students were stuffed into rooms like 
sardines. Many of the classes that were 
available to us last year such as Physical 
Education's Stress Reduction and AP Hu- 


man Geography were discontinued. And 
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whatever happened to our hologram, 
nature-friendly, uniform LHS notebooks? 
Gone like many previous advantages, we 
were obliged to buy our own notebooks 
or even purchase a regular lined notebook 
and draw in our own calenders. Even 
familiar faces on the faculty did not return. 
For some students, it hardly made a differ- 
ence. Others were forced to take classes 
they never requested and fight for spots in 
limited courses. 

The Lexpress, a method of transporta- 
tion for most students without cars in 
the high school, was removed as a result 
of the vote. However, the bright, shiny 
bus painted with anonymous citizens and 
suspicious Patriots, returned. 

There wasn’t anything we could do, but 
its effects continually unfolded as people, 
classes, and transportation were among

he Class of 2006 will be experiencing some 
D ees changes beginning in the Fall of 2004. 
At this time, they will be taking the new PSAT/ 
NMSQT, and later the new SAT in the Spring of 2005. 


The most major changes are the inclusion of an essay 


and that scores once reported as Math and Verbal 
are now Math,Writing, and Critical Reading. 


The Critical Reading section will be largely similar 


to the old Verbal section, except for the loss of analo- 


gies. In the Math section, a larger range of Algebra II 
topics will be included, and quantitative comparison 
questions will be eliminated. The addition to being a 
brand new section, Writing consists of an essay and 
some multiple-choice questions. The essay is causing

English composition courses. 

Math, Writing, and Critical Reading will be scored 
on the same 200-800 scale as the ‘old’ SAT. Aside 
from the material content adjustments, the primary 
disadvantages are the additional amount of time of a 
half hour and a fee raise from $10 to $12. 

Since the Class of 2006 never dealt with the ma- 
terial on the ‘old’ SAT, the only real concern to them 
should be that they are there for three and a half 
hours, instead of three like students before them. 
As for the juniors, they will still study their analogies, 
sentence completions, quantitative comparisons like 
the “old” SAT’s and of course, complete countless 


math problems as they get ready for the SAT.

t the beginning of ninth grade, many freshmen have plowed 
A Krakuer’s Into Thin Air and other such novels, for the 
first time for required summer reading. As the year progresses, 
the frosh are lucky enough to pick novels of their choice for the 
infamous Frosh Reading Project. Eventually, there is a mandatory 
selection of books, in which a number of the less literature-loving 
students discover Cliff Notes or Spark Notes, the Holy Grails of 
high school English classes.

As senior year rolls around, the choices for an English class are 
almost overwhelming. Semiotics? Theology? British Literature? 
There’s something for everyone. With the freedom to pick a 
class, one may be surprised to learn that literature is not our 
enemy at all; the written word is a unique means of communicat- 
ing abstract ideas and emotions that can be yes, surprisingly, ap- 
preciated in its unabridged version. While Cliff Notes and Spark 
Notes are tempting through the course of the four years, the 
actual pieces give us insight to a whole other world of imagination,

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A fter months of researching, interviewing,

his is familiar scene of a teacher invading a non-foreign 
language conversation in the new language lab. Complete 
with high-tech microphones, headsets, and flat panel screens, the 
lab appears extremely distracting to the average LHS student. 
Okay, the lab’s purpose is to help students improve their 
oral and and listening skills. Boring as that may sound, many of 
us can’t help being excited by this departure from the prosaic 
textbooks and lecture notes. 
) Ms. Hart, the supervisor of the lab, keeps a watchful eye 
on all persons bustling in and out of the lab. Clearly, this isn’t 
a place for misbehavior. Before the premier session of each 
individual class, Ms. Hart carefully explains the basic behavior 
and usage protocol to everyone. These instructions include 


carefully tucking the super-sensitive earphones , microphone-in, 


on station walls. 

This state-of-the-art lab was built last year, but this is the first 
year when all students were introduced to it. Teachers book 
time in the lab weeks in advance. The lab is so busy that differ- 
ent classes can be found within every half block. Teachers enjoy 
it because they can take home a solo CD instead of a gazillion 
tapes of speech, and students like it because it’s new and differ- 
ent and ain’t their average lecture. 

Random pairing creates the mystery of who you're talking 
to. But careful not to say anything too hasty because teachers 
can listen in on several conversations all at once. This useful 
property of the high-tech lab keeps students on their toes and 
on the assignment. 

The language lab is a great addition to LHS’s academic reper-

in which students are able to 
study and evaluate about important 
policy, both foreign and domestic, that 
affects the United States as well as other 
countries around the world. By rep- 
resenting various countries at confer- 
ences, students gain important research 
techniques and refine writing talent and 
speaking skills. The club meets every 
week on Thursdays to review subjects, 
relay information, and practice. 

A recently revived club with a base 

of two years now supporting it, Model 
U.N. has grown from a small team of six 
members last year to fifteen this year, 
and is still growing in size. Although 
most members are relatively new to 
the activity and have only attended two 
conferences so far, they have won presti- 
gious awards including “Best Delegation” 
at the Amherst College Conference in 
addition to several honorable mentions. 
This year, Model U.N. hopes to expand 
on earning awards while attending the 


Harvard, Amherst, and the nationally 
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renowned Chicago Conferences. 

At conferences, students are chal- 
lenged to use what they have researched 
about both their country and their 
topic. They must balance being bold 
and diplomatic, making sure to argue for 
their country’s position while learning to 
interact with other delegates. Students 
must also face crises and unexpected 
situations where they must rely on 
rationality to avoid further complica- 
tions. While debate can be intense, 
compromise can often be the key step 
towards a solution. Conferences give 
students the opportunity not only to 
learn through reading and listening but 
through carefully analyzing the views of 
other delegates. 

While stressing intellectual activities 
like research, speaking and critical think- 
ing, this activity also provides a casual 
setting for fun. At the conferences, 
Model U.N. members interact with 
other students, develop social skills, and 
envision their part in the world beyond 


Lexington. 
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Asya Pikovsky talks about starting out: The Model UN ex- 
perience is defined by what country you represent at a confer- 
ence. For a beginning team, most assignments are downright 
obscure. Most people don’t want to end up with some coun- 
try like Burundi or Myanmar. But when representing a country 
nobody knows, many people take it as a chance to go wild and 
country-happy, telling others things like, “What?! You’ve never 
heard of Turkmenistan?” But usually, getting a small country 
is a chance to learn the significance and history behind a 
place that at first may appear irrelevant in our daily lives.

W _-.. on a Monday 
afternoon and you'll witness a 
typical math team practice: twenty 
or so of the smartest students 
pondering, scribbling, and furi- 
ously punching calculator buttons 
at their desks in order to solve 
the problem on the sheets before 
them. 

In its thirteen years of exis- 
tence, the LHS math team has be- 
come undoubtedly one of the best 
in New England. The math team 
competes in numerous meets and 
has been the undefeated champion 
in many of the local, regional, and 
state competitions, as well as some 
of the national ones. This year, the 
team is tied for first place in the 
New England Mathematics League 


competition with a perfect score 
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and has consistently prevailed over 
its rivals Canton and Brookline. In 
addition to these frequent compe- 
titions, team members participated 
in the Harvard-M.I.T. meet and the 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute 
(WPI) Math Tournament, where 
they placed first this year for the 
eleventh consecutive time. 
Winning is certainly not an easy 
task, even if annual success makes 
it seem so. The math team’s 
exceptional performance comes 
from hard work and practice. 
Though many may wonder why 
anybody would choose to subject 
themselves to doing extra work 
when a daily homework assign- 
ment is more than enough, true 
mathletes have proven that there 


is much more to math than simply 


solving a problem. 
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S” “science team,” and the word “fun” may 
not immediately pop into most people’s 
minds. But most people don’t know what 
they’re missing out on. In fact, joining the 
science team can lead to an enjoyable and 
invigorating experience. The team consists 

of Envirothon and Science Olympiad, which 

is also divided into several smaller teams that 
specialize in everything from building bridges 
to recognizing rocks. 

The adrenaline-rushing, buzzer-based quiz 
bowls (think Jeopardy) of National Science 
Bowl and National Ocean Sciences Bowl are 
culminating destinations where quick recall of 


detailed facts pays off. 

Most teams were started by the national 
organizations and sometimes even sponsored 
by the government (000000 d) as a way 
to raise awareness and increase interest for 
future careers in science. 


The LHS science teams have proven to 
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be a collection of some of the best in the 
country, defeating hundreds of teams in the 
nation every year, including prestigious mag- 
net schools. 

In addition to answering questions such 
as “What is the common name for potas- 
sium sodium tartrate?” participants receive 
a plethora of freebies that range from blue 
stuffed lobsters to seat cushions, and of 
course, the essential T-shirt — the uniform of 
science fanatics everywhere. 

Nationals are all-expenses-paid trips to 
an exotic place (or not) such as Washington, 
D.C. or La Jolla, California. Prizes can range 
from money and Palm Pilots to free trips to 
South Carolina or even Australia. 

Members of each science team spend 
months and months fastidiously preparing for 
the all-important regional competition, which, 
if they are successful, leads to the top-notch 


national competition.

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azz was first recognized as an art 

form in the beginning of the 20" 
century. It developed as a combi- 
nation of blues, ragtime, African 
rhythms, and other influences. Since 
then, jazz musicians have incorporat- 
ed elements from even more distant 
types of music such as show tunes, 
R&B, rock, and eastern modal music. 
Over the past several decades, the 
border between jazz and other mu- 
sical genres has become increasingly 
blurred. On the whole, the most 
significant aspect of jazz throughout 
history has been the keen focus on 
individual expression and improvisa- 
tion. 

The LHS jazz program has been 
ranked as one of the top fifteen in 
the country. The program consists 
of the Combo (a type of honors 
class), the Septet, and two en- 
sembles. Members of these groups

The different 
groups are so renowned that they 
have played at Berklee, Carnegie 
Hall, and the University of New 
Hampshire, and also have been invit- 
ed to international festivals in China, 
Armenia, France, and Switzerland. 
The predominant jazz instru- 
ments played at the high school 
include the piano, bass, drums, 
guitar, trombone, saxophone, and 
the trumpet. Most of the students 
participating in the demanding pro- 
gram have been playing for several 
years and take private lessons as 
well. Overall, teachers and students 
inspire one other, creating a highly

deafening in the early Saturday morn- 
ings of practice. As students tune and chat 
tiredly, the unnaturally upbeat Mr. Leonard en- 
ters the room. Kids straighten their posture 
and try to look attentive as the band director 
attempts to frighten them by reminding them 
that their next parade is later this week. 

This is community service, and the bigger 
the band and the better they play mean a 
more favorable reputation for the LHS music 
department in the eyes of the town. In the 
wake of a recent budget cut, the music pro- 
grams of LHS cannot risk any more of their 
funding being cut off. Thus, it is up to the 
sixty or so members of the marching band to 
don their fashionable blue and gold uniforms 
and put on a good show. 

These hardworking musicians practice for 


entire mornings on Saturdays during parade 
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season, giving up precious hours previously 
dedicated to sleeping and other activities. 

The marching band brightens up various 
parades during many holidays. The biggest oc- 
casion is Patriots’ Day, where band members 
contribute over nine hours of playing and 
marching. During practice, tired and cranky 
instrumentalists trudge about and often are 
not aligned with their rows and columns. 
They play half-heartedly, their body positions 
are slumped, and lines droop. However, come 
parade time, the kids stand up straighter, 
play with purpose, and hold their heads and 
instruments up confidently. 

The drumline starts up, the band starts 
marching in time (Right!

The devoted 
group performs about thirty times throughout 
the school year and always to a packed house. 

As their diligent rehearsing continues to re-

The society primarily revolves around 
community service, in both the town and 
school community.

In a town gifted with reasonable wealth 
and affluence, Society members have learned 
to reach outside of the high school bubble 
and aid those in need. NHS’ers frequently 
reach out to the elderly, meeting at Fairlawn 
Nursing Home every Saturday morning to 
sing songs and play games or just to sit and 
talk with the residents. Other NHS’ers spend 
their weekends at local food pantries, orga- 
nizing food donations and carrying bags for 
the patrons. Still more NHS’ers help their 
community through YES, or Youth Exploration 
in Science, a program in Lexington’s elemen- 
tary schools that allows kids to get a feel for 


the sciences at a young age. 
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While effects of National Honor Society 
are felt widely throughout our town, NHS- 
ers are even more active at the school level. 
During free blocks and after school, NHS 
members regularly tutor underclassmen who 
struggle with their coursework. National 
Honor Society also works closely with the 
LABBB programs to foster relationships 
between students that would be difficult to 
establish during school hours. Through movie 
nights and bowling events, society members 
are able to meet new friends in the LABBB 
program. They have also sponsored and or- 
ganized a Freshman Book Drive raising over 
1,000 books to be given to Children’s Hospi- 
tal and Boston Public Schools.

LHS’s school newspaper is The Mus- 
ket. The backbone of this newspaper is 
formed by the two editors-in-chief, Joyce 
Liu and Allison Rice-Swiss, and twelve 
section editors, two for each depart- 
ment (sports, arts, humor, photo, etc.) 
The Musket is an entirely student-direct- 
ed and student-written almost monthly 
publication.

A great deal of space is also devoted

Furthermore, The 
Musket is a forum where students can 
voice their opinions about the school 
rules, the teachers, the education they’re 
receiving, and whatever else in on their 
minds. 

Another place for students to ex- 
press themselves and show off their tal- 
ents is LHS’s annual literary magazine, Fo- 
lio. Folio is a collection of artistic works

Each April, the members of Folio sift 
through all their submissions and select 
a good number of them to publish in the 
magazine. 

Another noted contribution to LHS’s 
literary repertoire is Ben Skier’s hilari- 
ous comic book titled Captain Lexington.

Re:action, the 2004 Lexington High School yearbook of Lexington, Massachusetts, volume 
79, was printed by Herff-Jones of Indiana, Inc. at their Gettysburg plant in Pennsylvania. 

One thousand copies of the 320-page book were made with a 2” spine using Bordeaux 100 
paper submitted via electronic proof through the Herff-Jones representative, Mr. John Carrier. 
All sixty-three pages of color were made using a lithograhic 4 color process. 

The cover, end sheets, and design elements were made using Adobe Photoshop 7.0. The 
cover was printed using a 4 color process on a permacote base with a matte lamination. End 
sheets were printed on Vibracolor 01 paper with UV coating over the photographs. 

The 2004 theme of Re:action was adopted when, after much delibration, the original theme 
“Entropy” was replaced. The editors worked with the title and developed design elements to 
go along with Re:action that would remain constant in all sections of the yearbook. 

The entire yearbook was made using Adobe InDesign 2.0. All graphics were made using 
Adobe Photoshop 7.0.The staff used three Apple eMac computers, and two Powerbook G3s. 

The majority of the photos were taken by yearbook staff members. Senior, underclass, 
faculty portraits, and the many sports candids, along with pictures of some school sponsored 
activities, were taken by Burlington Studios, of Burlingon, MA. Modoono Photographers took 
sports, team, and activities photos. Yearbook staff members used the staff’s Nikon F100, along 
with a number of various student-supplied digital cameras.All film was developed through 
Cameras, Inc. of Lexington, MA. 

Headlines were in Helvetica Neue, UltraLight, at 40 point. Subheadlines were in Helvetica 
Neue, UltraLight, Italic, 17 point. Article copy was in Gill Sans at 10.5 point. Divider pages, 
opening page, and ending page used Myriad Pro, italic and regular, in various sizes. 

The Lexington High School yearbook is a member of the Columbia Scholastic Press Asso- 
ciation, The New England Scholastic Press Association, the American Scholastic Press Assoca- 
tion, and the Quill and Scroll Society. The 2003 yearbook, Just a Minute, was named a Gold 
Medalist by the Columbia Scholastic Press Association. It won first place from the ASPA and 
three layout and graphics awards from Quill and Scroll. 

Over the summer of 2003, the editors who worked on Entropy won Best Theme Develop- 
ment and staff members Andrew Law and Carolyn Chyu won awards for excellence in writing 
at the Columbia Scholastic Press Assocation Summer Journalism Workshop.
